stand ready to assail the September 
weaklings, Th« inevitable result is 
that the ranks of this splendid fowl are 
being thinned at a rate that arouses 
the indignation of every right-minded 
person familiar with the facts Fit- 
teen years ago in a favorable region 
Of the Mississippi valley and westward, 
there was no reasonable limit to the 
bag an average sportsman with a good 
dog might make any day in the 
fall when he chose to go out 
on the prairies. The present season, 
on revisiting this region, I found 
akllled sportsmen hunting all day lontf 
over favorable fields and returning 
With five or six chickens at most some- 
times with none at all. Tims is the 
hardiest and most prolific of our game 
birds threatened with extinction on 
thu broad praries of the west, as it has 
already been completely exterminated 
throughout the east. And this despite 
the fact that the prairie hen thrives 
best in a cultivated country, if prop- 
erly protected, tending constantly to 
gjctond its range in the wake of civiliza- 
tion. 

The wanton destruction of our game 
1« no new theme, but it is one on which 
» writer may well afford to brave the 
charge of triteness. Regarding most 
species, however, regrets are vain, even 
if mturaL Largo quadrupeds cannot 
ordinarily exist in the environment of 
, civilisation. 

fjiit the case of the prairie hen is 
different. Wherever there are meadows 
and oat fields of reasonable extent it 
can thrive, and will thrive if given a 
fair living chance. Wheat is its favor- 
ereal, it is true, but if need be it 
aoou learrs to do without it, as, 
indeed, Its ancestors did for untold 
.centuries. Denied stubble of any kind, 
It proves Its adaptability by taking to 
the corn and to the bean fields, and 
♦sven to thickets of uuderbrush. And 
In any and all situations it lives mainly 
on grasshoppers and other insects dur- 
ing the early part of the season, t hus 
recompensing the farmer many times 
over for any gleanings it may make in 
the grain fields later on.— Harper's 
Weekly.
